To prevent thefts and forgeries 
of these checks, the following pre- 
cautions should be taken: 

If you cash government checks 
for others: 1. Know your endorsers. 
2. If cashing a doubtful check, ask 
yourself if you will be able to find 
the bearer and recover your loss 
if the check turns out to be a 
forgery. 3. Have all checks initialed 
by the employee who cashes them. 


If you receive government 
checks: 1. Be sure your name is 
plainly printed on your mail box. 
2, Report any change of address 
to the postoffice. 3, Cash your 
checks as regularly as possible in 
the same place, 4. Arrange with 
your mail carrier to notify you 
when he delivers a check. 5. Do 
not endorse checks ujptil you are 
ready to cash them.

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The Calm Before: A Reverie 


(With respectful apologies to 
Charles Lamb, who, though he 
inspired the idea in his “Dream 
Children: A Reverie,’ would 
undoubtedly look upon this re- 
sult of his essay with his own 
euise of gentle bewilderment.) 


Nothing more do we love, and es- 
pecially the older ones among us, 
than to look back on the good old 
days gone by, and to single out 
from the variegated patches of 
fortune and misfortune that blend 
demurely into the greater patterns 
of our lives, the happier circum- 
stances in which we once found 
ourselves for a week, or a day, or 
even a minute, 


It was in something of this mood 
of happy reminiscence—old friends, 
old foes, old hopes, old fears, old 
triumphs, old shames—that we fell 
to discussing, the other evening, 
the shadowy days we endured While 
the armies strained in Tunisia, and 
the ships stole timorously through 
the sinister seas, and the homes 
darkened with the coming of twi- 
light and there was no gleam of 
brightness at all save what came 
from within our own spirits, 

The gloom and the sorrow of 
those days so enshrouded us that 
it was with something of a false 
gaiety that we turned our idle talk 
to the brighter days before the 
war—days when we sprawled in 
the bleachers before the diamond 
While the long shadows fell across 
the lawn through the dry, musty 
air and the ball was passed lazily 
“around the horn” by the printers, 
or the milkmen or whichever 
froup was seeking their good-hu- 
moured recreation from the heat 
and sweat of the day—or, perhaps, 
of the dances in the town hall, be- 
gun with the rush through the 
Swirling snow from the steaming 
automobile, completed -with the 
turgid strains of “Home Sweet 


Home” while half the gathering 
milled about the entrance in 


search of someone to take them 
home while the others stared about 
with equal anxiety for someone 
who might be willing to share 
their proffered transportation; or 
of quiet May hours on the still 
river with only the hovering drag- 
onfly and the circling hawk to as- 
sure us that we were not, indeed, 
alone in another world though the 
banks, and the bridge, and the 
nearby lapping water itself seemed 
to detach themselves from our 
presence and leave us in an absent 
world that never was and never 
could ‘be, 

We remarked, too, of gayer 
scenes: of stunt nights and min- 
strel shows, when the more enter- 
prising of our acquaintance donned 
the bizarre costume and daubed 
themselves with the minstrel’s cork, 
and performed the jmpossible 
dances and told the impossible 
jokes, none the less funny to us 
because we knew that they were 
neighbors, and we were neighbors, 
and the people so outrageously 
lampooned were also neighbors; or 
of the football games, and of the 
ropes stretched out to keep the 
excited throngs from milling onto

the playing field, and the band, par- 
ading proudly through the full sun- 
light between the halves, and the 


policemen who watched with a 
jaundiced eye the urchins clamber- 
ing painfully up over the back of 
the bleachers, and the girls sell- 
ing candy, and the impromptu 
gaines of “touch” on the deserted 
baseball diamond, and the fur 
coats, and the portable radios, and 
the old grads, and all the other 
things that made a football game 
the most heartening spectacle on 
earth. 

We thought of the cozy compan- 
ionship of those days: the card 
games before the fire through a 
Saturday evening, when all were 
home and there was never a va- 
cant chair at the table and the 
boys kept up their waggish clamor 
for “just a few more hands” while 
keeping a wary eye upon the in- 
exorable clock; or the fishing trips 
off Plum Island, Ipswich, Bass 
Rocks, begun at dawn in eager 
anticipation, carried out in the 
mariner’s philosophic mien through 
the heat of the day, completed with 
the long trek inland in sunburned 
exhaustion; of the week at the 
sea-shore, of tthe smell of salt, 
and of hot-dogs, and of showers, 
or the little shanty there, remem- 
bered as “home” the better part 
of a shut-in winter, a home that 
was always bright until the better 
part of the night had gone, and 
silent and shuttered again until 
the sun had run halfway through 
its daily course, a home that be- 
longed to a sweat-shirted landlord 
who knew nothing about plumbing, 
who always needed a shave, and 
who was widely admired by the 
transients for the deep tan he had 
achieved sometime in early June. 

Eagerly, as is the custom among 
those who have known each other 
long and well, we recounted ad- 
venture after misadventure, the 
words springing more and more 
readily to our lips aS one anec- 
dote suggested another, and a 
passing jword from our friend 
flooding our mind with some still 
more outrageous account—when, 
of a sudden, we found ourself sit- 
ting alone in the lonely sitting 
room, staring listlessly into the 
chilling grate, listening to the rain 
vainly emulating the smart tattoo 
that had beguiled our friends and 
our sons from us; left alone there 
to muse that what once had been, 
might well one day so be again.

Oursler, Is a penny earned—Mor- 
genthau, Jr., Before you leap—H. 
Rommel, and Folly to be wise— 
Ef. Davis, 

Mystery stories, of course, are 
getting worse and worse. The big- 
gest mystery in any mystery 
story nowadays is who thought up 
the title and what it means. We’re 
thinking of such popular works as: 
Come into my parlor—Vandergrift; 
I have two daggers—Laval, Open 
house—Franco, The goblins’ll get 
me—Mussolini, and The sky will 
be darkened—Tokio Chamber of 
Commerce, 

Well, as we said, a glance at 
the titles wouldn’t make us want 
to read any of those books, As a 
matter of fact, most of them 
haven’t even been written yet. And 
as another matter of fact, most 
of them should be.

It was the climax of a busy week- 
end for the local fire department 
when the most spectacular for- 
est fire seen here in several years 
broke out in West Andover Mon- 
day afternoon. The assistance was 
required of soldiers from Camp 
Andover, Phillips students and St. 


Francis seminarians and friars, 
and apparatus from North An- 
dover, North Reading, Middleton, 


Tewksbury and Lawrence. 

The department was summoned 
a little after 1:00 Monday after- 
noon to the blaze on High Plain 
road, which later spread to Green- 
wood road and Lowell street. A 
high wind swept the fire towards 
Lowell street, and dense smoke 
from a patch of pine and spruce 
trees was visible for several miles. 
More than 300 acres were burned 
over before the last apparatus re- 
turned about 8:00 Monday evening. 
At one time, the blaze threatened 
to get out of control, and the stu- 
dents, and firemen and apparatus 
from the surrounding communities 
were then summoned. 

While the department was still 
in West Andover, another blaze 
broke out on Chandler road, some 
50 acres being burned over, and 
some equipment had to be trans- 
ferred from the first fire to combat 
the new menace. There were Sse@v- 
eral other minor grass and brush 
fires during the day. 

Several homes on Haverhill 
street, near the railroad, had been 
threatened that same morning by 
a grass and brush fire there, but 


control was quickly established 
and little damage done. 


Two brush fires also broke out 
within a short period early Sunday 
afternoon in West Parish, one on 
Wood Hill road, the other on High 
Plain road. Some 25 acres were 
burned over. 

Nine alarms in all were answered 
last Saturday, the engines being 
sent to the old filter beds in Shaw- 
sheen five times, as well as to 
fancroft road and Hnmore street. 
Other small fires were on Ballard- 
vale road, Lowell street, Fletcher 
street, North Main street, Burn- 
ham road and South Main street.
